Mixed welcome 


Mayor, business 
leaders and protesters 
greet Chinese president

Amid cheers from supporters and hectoring 
from protesters, Chinese President Hu Jintao 
arrived in Chicago on Thursday for a visit or- 
ganizers have billed as a chance to strengthen 
bonds between the Midwest and the world’s 
most populous nation. 

“We want to establish a new partnership 
between Chicago and China that will benefit 
the future generations for years to come,” 
Mayor Daley said to Hu before a ballroom full 


of business and political leaders at the Hilton 
Chicago on South Michigan Avenue. 

Chicago, Hu replied, exemplifies “the self- 
enterprising and pioneering spirit” that has 
helped make the U.S. a world leader. “Boeing, 
Motorola, Caterpillar, McDonald’s and many 
other Midwestern companies have become 
household names in China.” 

Chinese officials have said the trip to Chi- 
cago— Hu’s first, and the first by a Chinese 
head of state since 2002— indicates the im- 
portance of pushing beyond the coasts. Chi- 
cago authorities say it’s a signal of the city’s 
prominence and an opportunity to establish 
it as an economic entry point to America. 

The Chinese president landed at O’Hare 


just before 4:30 p.m., fresh from Washington, 
where he was a guest of President Obama at a 
state dinner Wednesday and spent Thursday 
meeting with congressional leaders before 
having lunch with American executives. 

At O’Hare, a frigid wind greeted Hu as he 
stepped from his airplane and was welcomed 
by Daley and Chinese consulate officials. 
Ramps on the Kennedy Expressway were 
closed as a U.S. Secret Service motorcade 
took the Chinese president downtown. 

Just after 6:30 p.m., Daley and his wife, 
Maggie, greeted Hu inside a ballroom at the 
Hilton. 

Calling Daley “the most senior mayor in 
America,” Hu noted Chicago’s economic 


progress during the mayor’s tenure. “I want to 
offer my sincere congratulations to you,” Hu 
said to Daley 

Among corporate leaders on hand were 
James McNerney CEO of Boeing, which 
inked a $19 billion contract with China this 
week for 200 jetliners. Also in attendance 
were Gov Quinn, U.S. Sens. Dick Durbin and 
Mark Kirk and Education Secretary Arne 
Duncan. 

Not everyone welcomed Hu, however. A 
block north of the hotel about 200 Tibetans 
made their voices heard. 

“Liar, liar” called a man with a megaphone. 
“Hu Jintao!” the crowd shouted in response. 

“Since Hu Jintao took power, he has been 
pushing an anti-Tibet agenda,” said Tsering 
Choephel, 40, of Madison, Wis. “Slowly the 
culture dies on its own.” 

Chinese leaders hold that Tibet is a part 
of China, but many Tibetans argue that their 
homeland deserves its independence and de- 
cry Chinese efforts to stifle dissent.

Teenagers 
arrested 
in Mag Mile 
crime spree

Police said this week they rounded up ii teens 
ranging in age from 14 to 17 who targeted 
three Michigan Avenue stores and attempted 
to make off with more than $5,200 in stolen 
items. 

The five girls and six boys were charged as 
juveniles after they ran into the AX Armani 
Exchange, 520 N. Michigan Ave.; The North 
Face, 875 N. Michigan Ave.; and Filene’s Base- 
ment, 830 N. Michigan Ave., police said. 

The employees of the stores said the large 
group of teens ran into the stores and grabbed 
items from the store shelves and ran off with 
them without paying, police said. 

At the Armani Exchange, the teens are 
believed to have stolen $2,247 worth of 
merchandise; at The North Face they took 
$2,719.99 worth of items; and at Filene’s 
Basement they took about $279.99 worth of 
goods, police said. 

They were expected to appear in juvenile 
court, police said. Their names were not be- 
ing released because they are under age.

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How safe is that 
stadium hot dog? 

City conducts inspections when teams aren’t piaying, venues aren’t operating

During the Chicago Fire’s season at Toyota 
Park, a local public health official is on site 
for at least one game to ensure food is safe 
to eat. She’ll stick a thermometer in hot 
dogs or throw away milk that’s been out 
too long. 

It’s a practice the village of Bridgeview, 
which owns the soccer stadium, has main- 
tained since 2006. Similarly the city of 
Evanston has inspected Ryan Field, home 
of Northwestern’s football team, before 
games begin for the past two years. 

But in Chicago, fans have no such as- 
surances that the food they buy has been 
checked over. Health officials almost al- 
ways conduct their inspections of the city’s 
major stadiums during the offseason, when 


concessions are limited or not operating, a 
review of city records shows. 

“I’ll bet everything looks clean then,” 
said Sarah Klein, attorney with the food 
safety program at the Center of Science 
in the Public Interest. “Food safety is not 
theoretical. It can’t be measured before you 
start cooking. It really needs to be mea- 
sured and looked at when the kitchen is hot 
and the people are waiting.” 

At Soldier Field, site of Sunday’s Bears- 
Packers playoff game, the food venues, re- 
strooms and kitchens haven’t been inspect- 
ed during football season in at least three 
years, records show At Wrigley Field and 
U.S. Cellular Field, inspections were held a 
few days before the Cubs’ and White Sox’s 
first home games of the year. 


Meanwhile, no inspections have been 
recorded in more than a year at the United 
Center, an apparent violation of the city 
and state code. Records also show that the 
city hasn’t met minimum inspection rules 
set by the state for sit-down restaurants at 
the stadiums and other venues thought to 
pose the highest risk of causing foodborne 
illness. 

If a city health inspector visits a Chicago 
stadium in the middle of a season, it is usu- 
ally in response to a public complaint. 

In response to questions submitted by 
the Tribune, the city issued a statement 
that said inspections are performed annu- 
ally before season starts because it provides 
the “optimal time” to educate food service 
operators on food safety

Chicago mayoral 
candidate Rahm 
Emanuel on Thurs- 
day said his first 
transportation pri- 
ority is an expan- 
sion of CTA’s Red 
Line, “the back- 
bone” of the city’s 
rail system. 

He wants to secure federal funding 
to rebuild deteriorating tracks south to 
95th Street, extend the line to 130th and 
renovate and modernize lines north of 
Belmont. 

In August 2009, the CTA’s board vot- 
ed to extend the Red Line by more than 
5 miles. 

Its plan would expand the train line 
southeast from the end of the line at 
95th Street on the Dan Ryan Expressway 
to the Interstate 57 median and finally to 
130th Street, using Union Pacific railroad 
right of way 

The $1.2 billion effort was meant to 
reach out to disadvantaged minority 
neighborhoods by adding four stations — 
at 103rd, iiith, 115th and 130th streets — 
as well as bus terminals and park-and-ride 
lots. 

Emanuel, the former White House 
chief of staff, acknowledged that the ma- 
jor infrastructure investment will require 
“active and sustained lobbying on the 
federal and state level for funding.” 

“It’s a heads-up to Washington, DC., 
and Springfield that this will be a prior- 
ity if I’m elected mayor,” Emanuel said 
inside a South Side business that he said 
could benefit from increased traffic. The 
Red Line has “lacked the investment 
other parts of the system have received. 
I’ll secure it.” 

Mayor Daley has made infrastructure 
funding a priority for years. The CTA 
has experienced a series of annual budget 
crises in recent years. The Red Line car- 
ries nearly 250,000 riders each workday 
and accounts for 40 percent of all CTA 
rail trips.

Just when you thought it was safe to wash 
your hands and check for things between 
your teeth in peace, an offshoot of Clear 
Channel Communications Inc. has found a 
way to serve up advertising in the bathroom 
mirror. 

A unit of Clear Channel Outdoor said 
Thursday that the company has teamed 
up with a North Carolina company called 
Mirrus to turn select bathroom mirrors at 
O’Hare into interactive billboards. 

Clear Channel and Mirrus said they plan to 
install the mirrors at several airports across 
the country but will start with 150 40 -inch 
mirrors in select restrooms at O’Hare— both 
men’s and women’s. 

A demonstration video on the Mirrus web- 
site shows that the technology displays either 


video or still ads across the whole mirror when 
no one is standing in front of the sink. But as 
soon as someone approaches to wash his or 
her hands or fix his or her hair, the ad shrinks 
into the corner, out of the way— sort of 

The ads are tied into a network so they can 
be switched out automatically within sec- 
onds. And the mirrors allow the advertiser to 
keep watch: A sensor counts “impressions,” 
or how many people stood in front of the sink 
and looked at the ad. 

Mirrus hails its innovation as “memorable, 
measurable and unavoidable.” 

“We developed these digital displays to 
provide brands with a platform to convey 
gender specific advertisements that are guar- 
anteed to reach female and male audiences in 
an uncluttered environment,” Mirrus found- 
er Brian Reid said in a statement.

2 officers die 
in shootout 

□ MIAMI Two Florida police officers died 
Thursday following a shootout with a 
murder suspect, authorities said. 

“It’s shocking. It’s hurtful,” said an emo- 
tional Miami-Dade County Mayor Carlos 
Alvarez, adding that he knew both slain offi- 
cers personally having been the police depart- 
ment’s former director. “Really I can’t put it 
into words.” 

The suspect also died in the exchange 
of gunfire. A third police officer was being 
treated at Miami’s Jackson Memorial Hospi- 
tal after suffering what Lt. Rosanna Cordero- 
Stutz of the Miami-Dade Police Department 
deemed a “minor injury” 

Authorities have yet to identify any of the 
victims, including the dead murder suspect. 

The police unit involved in Thursday’s in- 
cident had been looking for a man wanted 
in a homicide investigation. Eventually, they 
talked to one of his family members who told 
authorities that the suspect would “be right 
back,” according to Alvarez. 

Gunfire broke out soon thereafter.

FBI makes mob sweep 


NEW YORK In one of the largest single- 
day operations against the Mafia in 
FBI history, federal agents working with lo- 
cal law enforcement fanned out across Italy, 
New York, New Jersey and Rhode Island 
to arrest 127 people with ties to organized 
crime, officials said. 

Alleged members from the five promi- 
nent New York families — the Gambino, 
Colombo, Bonanno, Genovese and Luc- 
chese families— were arrested Thursday, 
receiving 16 indictments in four judicial 
districts. Attorney General Eric Holder said 
during a news conference in New York. 

“Today’s arrests and charges mark an im- 
portant step forward in disrupting La Cosa 
Nostra’s illegal activities,” he said. 


THE CHARGES 

Ninety-one members and their associ- 
ates, including one in Italy, were charged 
with federal crimes that include conspir- 
acy, arson, extortion, narcotics traffick- 
ing, illegal gambling, labor racketeering 
and murders that date back as far as 1981, 
according to a U.S. Justice Department 
statement. 

An additional 36 suspects were 
charged for their roles in the alleged 
criminal activity.

About no people, including several 
high-ranking members and much of the 
Colombo family leadership, already were in 
custody. Holder added, describing the raid 


as the largest single-day operation against 
the notorious Cosa Nostra crime network. 

Members of the New England Patriarca 
family and New Jersey-based Decavalcante 
family also are accused of related federal 
crimes. 

“Some allegations involve classic mob 
hits to eliminate perceived rivals,” Holder 
told reporters. “Others involve senseless 
murders.” 

The move comes amid concerns about 
a possible resurgence of organized crime 
despite a scattered history of defections, 
beginning with the acting crime boss of the 
Lucchese family, Alphonse D’Arco, who 
admitted to “cooperating with the federal 
government” starting in 1991.

It was a cold and rainy evening Oct. 23, 2005, at U.S. Cellular Field as 
a dramatic Game 2 of the World Series unfolded. It featured the 18th 
grand slam in Series history, hit by Paul Konerko in the seventh inning to 
put the White Sox on top of the Houston Astros 6-4 as the South Siders 
sought a 2-0 lead in the best-of-seven series. Things were looking good 
until Bobby Jenks gave up a two-run, pinch-hit single to Jose Vizcaino 
in the ninth, allowing the Astros to tie the game. Then, in the bottom of 
the ninth, homerless-in-the-regular-season Scott Podsednik hit a walk-off 
home run, the 14th in World Series history, to give the Sox a 7-6 win. The 
Sox went on to sweep the Astros for their first title in 88 years.

Tillman leads 
the strip show

No one punches the ball out of the hands 
of opposing ball carriers and receivers 
more proficiently than veteran Bears cor- 
nerback Charles Tillman. 

“The strip is something that just came 
natural,” Tillman saidThursday “I would 
just set up in practice ... it was just one 
of those things. Coach [Lovie Smith] 
emphasizes punching the ball out and 
stripping the ball. And Coach [Rod 
Marinelli, Bears defensive coordinator] 
always says: ‘Tbu can’t steal second with 
your foot on first.’ So one of the things 
we always try to do in practice and every- 
thing ... if anyone has the ball, you try to 
punch it out.” 

Tillman has 24 career forced fumbles, 
including three this season with two fum- 
ble recoveries. 

“He just brings that to the table,” Mari- 
nelH said. “I mean, this is something. You 
can teach it, he just does it extremely well. 
The one thing is that it just magnifies it 
to the other players about the urgency to 
get the ball out. He is exceptional. I don’t 
know if there has been anybody ever who 
can get the ball out and then do the other 
things he does.” 

TilHnan also has five interceptions (27 
for his career) and 71 tackles. 

Not OK with OT 

Bears special teams coach DaveToub said 
he does not like the new playoff overtime 
rule, which stipulates that a team that 
takes the first possession and scores a field 
goal does not automatically win the game. 
The opposing team then could win the 
game by scoring a touchdown. 

“No, only because of the kicker we 
have,” Toub said of the rule, which has not 
yet been implemented this postseason. “I 
think when you’ve got a guy Hke Robbie 
Gould who can just end the game right 
there, that’s a big plus.”

Jenks makes 
Guillen sad 

White Sox manager Ozzie Guillen said 
he was “sad” over comments made by 
departed closer Bobby Jenks that ques- 
tioned his use of the bullpen. 

“I was sad, but not mad,” Guillen said 
Thursday 

Guillen said he wished Jenks well in 
his new role with Boston, but seemed 
baffled by his accusations. 

“I looked back and tried to figure out 
what we did wrong,” said Guillen, adding 
that he discussed the matter with pitch- 
ing coach Don Cooper. 

Guillen reiterated that he gave Jenks 
more attention than any player he has 
managed in his seven seasons with the 
Sox. 

Guillen said son Oney “was wrong” 
for sending negative tweets in Decem- 
ber that revealed Jenks’ personal issues 
but said he would keep personal matters 
within the clubhouse. 

Closer encounters 

After gushing about the commitment 
made by chairman Jerry Reinsdorf and 
General Manager Ken Wiliams to fortify 
the Sox’s roster with five important free- 
agent signings, Guillen had one internal 
wish.

“I think that’s one thing 
we’re looking for and I hope we do.” 

Guillen was reluctant to name left- 
hander Chris Sale, who earned four saves 
in the final five weeks, as the leading can- 
didate.

You look around and 
the guy was there before. You look at Sale 
and we don’t know, we got to wait to see if 
IJake] Peavy is ready and see if we use Sale 
or somebody else.”

“I think it deflnitely is very much of our generation 
because we don’t have to communicate face to face any- 
more,” Portman said. “It’s very easy to just text [some- 
one] and that’s the only way you talk to them. It’s pretty 
easy to avoid intimacy if you want to and I think it re- 
ally divides the sort of physical from the emotional.” 

Doing a romantic comedy is not the only first for 
Portman this year. The actress is center stage at Hol- 
lywood awards season after capturing several wins for 
her turn as jealous dancer Nina Sayers in “Black Swan.” 
She’s considered a frontrunner for an Oscar. 

Her personal life is just as busy She’s engaged to “Black 
Swan” choreographer Benjamin MiUepied, a principal 
dancer at the Newark City Ballet, and they are expect- 
ing their first child. Oscar nominations are announced 
next week, but Portman says being pregnant has kept 
her from getting too caught up in the awards race. 

“It’s nice to have real life, good stuff going on at the 
same time,” she said, adding that she’s starting to expe- 
rience cravings. “I want sour stuff and I want pickles. 
Anything with lemon or vinegar or ketchup on it makes 
me very happy” 

Real life also includes promoting several other up- 
coming movies, including “%ur Highness” and “Thor.”

The buzz: Unlike “Up in the Air,” “The Company Men” actually con- 
fronts what happens after people are laid off— rather than focusing on 
their immediate anger and then moving the stor/s attention elsewhere. 

The verdict: Co-workers may be close but an office isn’t a family says 
“The Company Men,” which skillfully shows that no one is safe in a 
floundering company— and that life ultimately boils down to family, 
friends and what you have to do to support them. Without embellish- 
ment, writer-director John Wells’ script feels written by reality and 
acted by a game cast that also includes Tommy Lee Jones, Chris Cooper 
and Maria Bello. The problem: These days no one’s going to feel much 
sympathy when a guy is forced to sell his Porsche, particularly when he’s 
blessed with an understanding and stable family that expresses little fear 
or uncertainty because, well, these characters aren’t faced with truly des- 
perate situations. “The Company Men” nearly bursts with humanity and 
a frustrated identification of CEOs’ outrageous salaries, but it also boils 
down to an upper-middle class family faced with the prospect of dipping 
to middle-class and no lower. Boo hoo.

Brutal ‘Spartacus’ returns with more action and new fighters

If all had gone according to 
plan, fans of last year’s cult 
hit “Spartacus: Blood and 
Sand” would be tuning in 
Friday to see slave-turned- 
gladiator-turned-rebel 
leader Spartacus lead his 
bloody revolt against the 
Roman Empire. 

Instead, Starz and series 
executive producer Steven 
S. DeKnight are transport- 
ing viewers back in time 
with “Spartacus: Gods of 
the Arena” to about five 
years before Spartacus be- 
gan his gladiator training. 

DeKnight fashioned 
the prequel as a way to 
keep buzz about the series 
strong after Spartacus 
himself— actor Andy Whit- 
field— was diagnosed with 
non-Hodgkin lymphoma. 
The plan was to film and 
air the six-episode prequel 
without Whitfield, giving 
him time to undergo treat- 
ment and regain his strength before returning to 
the series and its grueHng fight scenes. 

Whitfield’s cancer returned, forcing him to bow 
out of the production. Earlier this week Starz an- 
nounced that Australian actor Liam McIntyre will 
replace Whitfield. 

Whitfield gave his blessing to his role being 
recast, DeKnight told me recently “I would have 
loved to have finished the series with him in the 
role,” he said, but ‘Andy wants to concentrate on 
getting better and [on] his family” 

Season i will begin filming later this year with 
an air date of January 2012. In the meantime, 
fans are in for an xxnusual treat in the prequel, 
DeKnight said. 

He and his writers have fleshed out many of the 
characters fans came to love, including power- 
hungry Batiatus (John Hannah) and his wife, 
Lucretia (Lucy Lawless), who in Season i own the 
gladiator school that once was his father’s. In the 
prequel, the fearsome twosome plot to overthrow 
Batiatus’ father, Titus, and to cHmb both socially 
and monetarily 

Their plan relies heavily on winning the gladi- 
ator games with their stable of fighters, including 
the newly purchased slave Crixus, whom fans may 
remember from Season i as Batiatus’ champion. In 
the prequel we see how Crixus came to be at the 
ludus, or gladiator school. 

The time shift gave actor Manu Bennett a

chance to explore new sides of the character he so 
fully inhabited last season as a swaggering bully. 
Crixus is now the newcomer, without a clue how to 
stay alive in the arena. 

“We discover Crixus before he had any of that 
power,” Bennett told me this week. “It was just 
such a great opportunity for me to show somebody 
vulnerable and not as a powerful and needing to 
learn from the very beginning the meaning of being 
a champion.” 

He’ll learn from Batiatus’ best fighter, the hard- 
bodied champ Gannicus, played by Aussie actor 
Dustin Clare, who is new to the production. For 
Clare, stepping into the leather loincloth was not as 
intimidating as one might think. 

“Being the new guy’s always great because you 
get to go in fresh with your own choices and you 
get to bring new life and breathe kind of a new 
energy into something that’s already established,” 
he said this week. 

Gannicus wields two swords at once in the arena. 
He’s as cocky as Batiatus is devious, taking on 
seemingly impossible challenges. Clare modeled 
the fighter after Australian boxing legend Anthony 
Mundine. 

“Gannicus has an extreme amount of skill, but 
he’s very self-destructive and he’s always trying 
to escape his reality,” Clare said, adding that even 
though the prequel is just six episodes, viewers will 
see “this man rise against everything that kind of 
keeps him down.” 

In Friday’s premiere, a boastful Gannicus follows 
his triumphs in the arena by drinking urns of wine 
and bedding a bevy of slave women. Aes, the series’ 
signature style remains: There are as many disrob- 
ings as there are dismemberments. 

Nothing has been dialed down in the prequel, 
DeKnight said, laughing. But, he said, the point is 
not to see how much gore and sex the show can get 
away with. Story dictates everything, whether it be 
a gay kiss or a graphic beheading. 

“Look, when two people fight to the death, it’s go- 
ing to be bloody When two people make love, they’re 
going to be naked,” he said. “So that’s where we go.”

counter-service eatery in Lincoln Park was claiming to 
serve the biggest slice of pizza in Chicago, we skipped 
lunch and headed there hungry to see for ourselves. 

’ZA STYLE 

Owners Jay Gorenstein and Evan Rubin aren’t advertising their 
pies as New Tbrk-style, but that’s what the oversized, foldable 
thin-crust slices dappled with browned spots of cheese look like. 
Thanks to a couple of paycheck-to-paycheck years in New Tbrk 
subsisting mostly on $2.50 slices, we know it when we see it. 

THE SIZE 

Big Stuff’s pizza by the slice comes in two sizes: big ($3) and big- 
ger ($5). The latter’s a reported 16 inches long and 14 inches from 
one edge of crust to the other. “Is it bigger than Bacci?” asked a 
co-worker, recalling nights feeding post-drinking hunger pangs at 


the local pizzeria chain of “Jumbo slice & free pop!” fame. 
And bigger it is, we realize as our heated-up slice arrives at 
the table hanging off the edges of its metal tray 

THE DOUGH 

Staffers hand-roll the dough and pop it onto a gigantic 
pizza stone to bake in a double-decker oven. The result is 
a thin crust with an audible crunch. It’s foldable in theory 
but due to the sheer surface area of cheese, a stream 
of grease collecting down the middle is inevitable. We 
resorted to a knife and fork to put a dent in our slice and 
then folded the rest. We didn’t finish. 

THE TOPPINGS 

Choose from the classic trio of cheese, sausage or pep- 
peroni. The pepperoni on our slice (no fewer than 19 discs 
spread across the thing) seemed to be the only thing keep- 


ing our taste buds awake. Ditto for the somewhat zesty sau- 
sage. Whether for lack of flavor or thinness of application, 
we hardly noticed the tomato sauce. Bland bites of cheese 
and crust alone were, to quote our late-night bingeing pal 
Ke$ha, just “Blah, Blah, Blah.” 

REHEATED THE NEXT DAY 

The crust became inedibly rock-hard overnight, but the 
rest made a fine morning-after snack. 

BOTTOM LINE 

Bigger isn’t always better. Compared with Bacci, the mea- 
suring stick of super-sized slices. Big Stuff’s are less cheesy 
and less flavorful. Eaten while buzzed? Probably better.

^ soup for you 


This past Monday was “Blue Monday,” the 
supposed saddest day of the year. With the 
holidays past and nothing but cold stretching 
ahead of us, I can believe it. Luckily, January 
is also National Soup Month, so I see no bet- 
ter way to cheer up than with a hearty soup — 
with booze on the side, of course. 

Soup is a hard BYOB pairing to tangle 
with. It’s a liquid after all, so there is little 
obvious protein that one needs to choose a 
wine against. But paired with a hearty ale, 
soup can become a meal in no time flat. 

Ukrainian Milage has no shortage of 
BYO restaurants, but few pay tribute to the 
neighborhood’s heritage such as Shokolad. 
Primarily a cafe and pastry place, I found its 
changing-daily list of soups a comforting cure 
for the winter blues. Shokolad’s small order 
of borscht ($3) is full of beets and garlic with 
a beefy broth base. Consider this guideline: If 
the soups are beefy, the beer should be, too. 
Bell’s Hopslam ($17.99 per six-pack at Puerto 
Rico Food & Liquors, 2559 W. Augusta Ave. 
773-342-2678) is a local seasonal favorite that 
goes down easy but packs a wallop. I don’t 


recommend midday shots of vodka with 
borscht for productivity reasons, so this is 
the next best thing. A hoppy high-proof IPA 
brewed with a touch of honey to mellow out 
the bitter and pungent notes; it’s the beer 
equivalent of eastern Europe’s sweet-and- 
sour cuisine. 

Soups with an aromatic broth base such as 
the standard pho tai ($6.50), the beef-and- 
noodle dish emblematic of Metnamese cui- 
sine served at Uptown’s Pho 888 are another 
story Pho features a broth full of almost- 
distracting aromatics: clove, allspice, garlic 
and fish sauce, not to mention the basil, lime 
and cilantro that come on the side. Avoid 
beers brewed with herbs and spices— there’s 
enough going on already— but that have 
creamy malts and little bitterness. England’s 
Newcastle Brown ($9.99 per six-pack from 
nearby AndersonvilleW^ne and Spirits, 5201 
N. Clark St. 773-769-0858) does just the 
trick.
